Business in the city was entirely 
suspended, and it seemed as though two- 
thirds of the quarter million inhabitants 
of the city had turned out en masse to 
fraternize with the 50,000 or more visitors 
from outside points who, according to the 
best estimates had arrived within the past 
twenty-four hours. 


Formation of the Prnopsnion. 


Meanwhile the various divisions of the 


parade had begun to iorm on the streets 
runicg east of Euclid avenue and west 
from Erie. 
The crowds good-naturedly 


gars way for the various companies and 
their ranks were filled in with commend- 
able celerity. Just as the hands of the.big 
clock at Ontario street was pointing to 
noon Chief Marshal Gen. James Barrett 
gave the word for the head of the column 
to move from Erie. A trumpet blast, and 
on the moment 100 veterans, ten abreast, 
wheeled around the corner and up the ave- 
nue. Some were in Grand Army uniform 
•nd some in civilian attire. Attheirhead 
they carried two torn, tattered and faded 
battle flags, one of which had been 
shot through and through until scarcely 
an entire piece the size of a child's hand 
remained. The thousands on the streets, 
windows and roofs caught sight of the 
veterans and a yell went up that never 
ceased until two hours later. 


Garfield'8 Old Regiment. 


The head of the column, foot-sore and 


weary passed through the arch at the en- 
trance to the cemetery. The throng did 
not need the inscription on the strip of 
canvas that was carried between ranks: 
"Remnant of the Forty-second Ohio Vol- 
unteers, Col. Garfield's, lSt;i-1?»o," to tell 
who the veterans were.

in photographing the sun the length of ex- 
posure was regulated by u, roll of paper 
about six feet long and nine inches wide, 
pierced by several parallel series of holes, 
somewhat resembling the paper bands 
used in automatic organs. 
During the 


two and one-half minutes of the total 
eclipse 300 sensitive plates were exposed. 
No photographs of the totality were ob- 
tained, however, on account of the cloudi- 
ness. Professor Taylor, the directorof the 
English party, did not attempt and did 
not get a thing during the eclipse.
